Alternatively, the apparatus can be used to practice a 
different process, e.g., for delivering a tool to opposite sides of a linear body such as an 
overhead conveyor or rail. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
